Ratner gets 45 days to up ante 

MTA talks exclusively with Bruce despite his low offer

As it once was, so it shall be again, 
the Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority board decided this week, 
when it cast aside the high bidder — 
who offered $150 million to develop 
the Long Island Rail Road storage 
yards at Atlantic Avenue — and 
instead voted to continue their exclu- 
sive negotiations with preferred de- 
veloper Forest City Ratner. 

The MTA board voted 11-1 on Wednes- 
day to approve a resolution calling for exclu- 
sive negotiations with developer Bruce Rat- 


ner’s company, with the hopes of upping its 
bid by the board’s Sept. 29 meeting. 

Ratner’s bid offers $50 million up front. 
It also includes $29 million in renovations 
of the rail yards (to help pay for the reloca- 
tion of them required by Ratner’s plan), 
$20 million in environmental remediation 
of the land (which needs to be done in or- 
der to develop the site for housing), $182 
million to build a platform (to build the 
housing and commercial properties over 
the shifted rail yards), $25.4 million in 
MTA operating expenses and $23 million 
in new sales tax revenues. 

The other bidder, Extell Development 
Company, submitted a $150 million bid. 

MTA Chairman Peter Kalikow said at 


the July 27 meeting that neither bid came 
close enough to the state authority’s $214 
million appraised value for the rail yards to 
justify the board’s interest. 

Compared to Ratner’s bid — which was 
two years in the making and included 
dozens of support letters from elected offi- 
cials, a myriad of minority contracting or- 
ganizations and numerous labor unions, 
the Extell bid — hastily prepared to meet 
the MTA’s one-month deadline — was 
presented on standard-sized sheets of pa- 
per with far fewer support letters and little 
analysis of the benefits. 

At the board meeting, held at the MTA’s 
Madison Avenue headquarters, Extell Se- 
nior Vice President Lela Goren vowed the 


commitment of her company to the proj- 
ect, and reiterated Extell’s plans to develop 
1,940 units of new housing, with 573 
mixed-income units. 

She said the costs of infrastructure and 
any required platform would be paid for 
by Extell, and again raised an offer pre- 
sented by Extell on Monday to work with 
Forest City Ratner to add an arena that 
would be developed on private property. 

“One thing someone asked us,” Goren 
said after her testimony to the board, “if we 
would have had more time would we have 
done more? Yes. We would have reached out 
to some of those other groups. You know, the 
unions, we use union labor,” she said, point-

NOT NEAR 


Brooklyn Brewery: City 
dragging feet on Pier 7

It seems as though most every- 
one on what remains of Brook- 
lyn’s working waterfront is on- 
board to welcome Brooklyn 
Brewery, and its exclusive distrib- 
utor, Phoenix Beverage, to Pier 7 
— except the owners of the pier. 

Steve Hindy, who owns the 
Williamsburg-based Brooklyn Brew- 
ery, told The Brooklyn Papers this 
week that while he is eager to relocate 
and expand his operations and distri- 


bution center to the pier just south of 
Atlantic Avenue, that plan is being de- 
layed by the existing tenant and the 
Port Authority of New York and New 
Jersey, which owns the pier. 

“What I’m trying to understand is, 
given the position of the Port Authori- 
ty, that they’d like to see Phoenix and 
Brooklyn Brewery there, why can’t 
we get this done? It’s kind of frustrat- 
ing,” Hindy said on Tuesday. 

“All the indications we have had 
from the Port Authority is they think 
Phoenix and Brooklyn Brewery

Brooklyn Bridge Park’s 
sponsor unveiled a double 
surprise Wednesday night, 
announcing that state offi- 
cials had approved a draft 
plan for the 1.3-mile water- 
front development — and 
that it would include 1,200 
units of luxury housing. 

Previous estimates had put the 
number of high-end condos in the 
residential, commercial, and open 
space development at anywhere 
from 700 to just over 900. 

Critics have complained since 
a reworked Brooklyn Bridge 
Park plan was released late last 
year that planners have strayed 
from one of the founding princi- 
ples intended to guide develop- 
ment of the 80 acre site — that 
there be no private housing de- 
velopments. 

But what shocked them even 
more about this week’s an- 
nouncement from the Empire 
State Development Corp., was 
that nearly 80 percent of the 
housing, some 940 units, would 
be concentrated on the southern 
tip of the park west of Furman 
Street between Joralemon Street 
and Atlantic Avenue. 


Wendy Leventer, executive 
director of the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Corp. 
(BBPDC), a subsidiary of the 
ESDC that is in charge of the 
park’s planning and implemen- 
tation, maintains that the luxury 
housing is the only way to raise 
enough revenue to pay the 
park’s annual expenses, estimat- 
ed at $15.2 million. 

Opponents of the park hous- 
ing, most of them long-time ac- 
tivists in the fight to get Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park built, were 
filming at the news. 

“They keep adding on to it,” 
said Murray Adams, president 
of the Cobble Hill Association. 
“First it was 700, then they were 
talking about a thousand, now 
it’s 1,200. 

“It’s been perfectly obvious 
from the beginning that this thing 
was set on the track from Pataki’s 
office, no matter what anybody 
did or said,” said Adams. “The 
fix was in, as you say.” 

His main lament, Adams said, 
was that none of the communi- 
ty’s efforts or time in meeting 
with the BBPDC and lead park 
architect Michael Van Valken- 
burgh over the past months was 
ultimately valued in the final

Council repeals 7-day parking meters

The City Council voted over- 
whelmingly this week to eliminate 
Sunday parking meter requirements 
citywide. 

While Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
could veto the measure, Wednesday’s 41- 
3 vote is an indication that there are 
enough votes for an override. 

“Right now we need 34 votes [to over- 
ride a mayoral veto],” Bay Ridge Coun- 
cilman Vincent Gentile said after the 
vote. “We have 43 members as co-spon- 
sors of the bill. We need 34 to vote to 
override the veto and we’re confident 
that we’ll succeed.” 

Gentile and Queens Councilman Hiram 
Monserrate, who introduced the bill, lob- 
bied for its passage last Sunday, holding a 
press conference on the steps of City Hall 
with fellow council members and bill sup- 
porters from Brooklyn, Queens and Man- 
hattan. 

“Give back our ticket-free Sundays,” 
“End pay and pray now” and “City 
Council and Mr. Mayor: Give New York- 
ers a day of rest,” were some of the signs 
supporters held aloft.

“We believe that there should be no tax 
on worship,” said Monserrate, a co-chair of 
the Black, Latino and Asian caucus. “Sun- 
day was historically a family day.” 

Gentile, who earlier Sunday held a simi- 
lar support rally outside Bethlehem Luther- 
an Church, at Ovington and Fourth avenues 
in Bay Ridge, followed Monserrate at the 
City Hall podium. Over and over again, 
Gentile said, people tell him that during 
Sunday service, they have one eye on the 
pastor and the other on the meter. 

“I am proud to see that the City Council 
will be voting on this issue, which affects 
New Yorkers across the five boroughs,” 
Gentile said. “Sunday parking meters have 
been around for nearly two years now, and 
if you ask me, that’s two years too long.” 
Gentile, who has been holding rallies 
protesting Sunday meters in his district the 
last two years, in April introduced legisla- 
tion seeking to allow motorists to double 
park for five minutes at a time. U nlik e the 
Sunday parking bill, that measure was 
roundly derided, both by the mayor and 
other council members, as unenforceable. 

Bloomberg, who pushed for the institu- 
tion of Sunday parking regulations in 
2003, as a means to help the city recover

City Councilwoman Letitia 
James refused an invitation to 
appear on a special cablecast of 
news station New York l’s 
“Road to City Hall” last week 
— live from St. Francis 
College and focused on 
Brooklyn issues — because of 
what she said was an unbal- 
anced presentation by the 


show’s producers on the 
Atlantic Yards project. 

The two-hour program was 
arranged to raise point-counter- 
point discussions among impor- 
tant public figures, as well as 
elected and appointed officials, in 
a panel format that would allow 
audience questions. 

The program, which aired live 
on July 20 from Founders Hall at 
the college on Remsen Street in 
Brooklyn Heights, was riddled 


with outbursts and glitches 
throughout — not the least of 
which was Geoffrey Davis, broth- 
er of slain Prospect Heights 
Councilman James Davis, burst- 
ing in uninvited to interrupt the 
program. 

But no one addressed the ab- 
sence of James, whose attendance 
had been touted in both NY 1 and 
St. Francis College press releases 
promoting the event. 

James had initially agreed to ap- 


pear in a panel discussion featuring 
James Stuckey, executive vice 
president of Forest City Ratner — 
the company that plans to develop 
an NBA basketball arena, soaring 
skyscrapers more than a dozen 
apartment high-rises in James’ 
Prospect Heights district — and 
Mafruza Kahn, associate director 
of the Pratt Instituted Center for 
Community and Environmental 
Development (PICCED). 

James has been the staunchest 


political opponent of the project. 
She said she didn’t attend because 
the panel was unbalanced — it 
did not include a representative of 
Extell Development Company, 
which submitted a competing bid 
to the Metropolitan Transporta- 
tion Authority for the rail yards 
over which much of the Ratner 
plan would be built. 

The producers from NY1, she 
said, told her they had not extend-

Councilwoman Letitia James 
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Ft. Greene 
G station 
reopens

After years of dormancy, a sealed-off entrance to a sub- 
way station in Fort Greene is scheduled to reopen within 
the next few days, say Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority officials. 

And it couldn’t happen too soon, say residents of the flour- 
ishing neighborhood. 

The sealed-off Fulton Street G-train subway station antrance 
and exit — on South Portland Avenue at Lafayette Avenue — 
is one of only a handful of stops that service Fort Greene, 
which is bounded by Flatbush Avenue to the west, Vanderbilt 
Avenue to the east, the Brooklyn Navy Yard to the north and 
Atlantic Avenue to the south. 

“We feel like this is the easiest and simplest thing we can 
ask for,” said Frederick Anderson, who chairs the transporta- 
tion committee of the Fort Greene Association. “If we can get 
that stupid entrance opened, it might lead the way to some oth- 
er changes that can be made for the G train.” 

Because the Queens-bound platform has not had an en- 
trance or exit for many years, riders heading toward Queens 
had to enter on the Smith-9th Street-bound side, descend a 
flight of stairs, cross through an underground passage, and as- 
cend on the other side. 

Passage has often baffled visitors to such nearby cultural at- 
tractions as the Brooklyn Academy of Music, Fort Greene 
Park or Junior’s restaurant. 

The train also serves hundreds of students from Brooklyn 
Technical High School, which is only a block from the South 
Portland Street exit. 

The transfer is sweltering during summer months, and the 
Fort Greene Association, which lobbied the city to reopen the 
exit, argued that the continued closure was nonsensical. 

“Many commuters in Fort Greene avoid the G train because 
the Fulton Street station is unpleasant and intimidating,” read 
a recent press release put out by the neighborhood group. “The 
closure of the South Portland exit forced riders to exit the sta- 
tion through a tunnel, and most riders have migrated to the C 
train or to the B38 [bus] in order to avoid this station.” 

Why the entrance was sealed off to begin with, the MTA is- 

“I believe it was a safety issue, but it was many, many years 
ago, probably in the 1980s,” said Deirdre Parker, a spokes- 
woman for MTA’s New York City Transit. 

“The community would like to have it reopened, and we con- 
sulted with the NYPD, and we are going to reopen it,” she said. 
“We’re going to be putting in the automated vertical turnstiles, 
and they should be available for customer use by the end of July.” 

At press time, Anderson said he had not yet heard if the sta- 
tion would be ready for its scheduled reopening on Sunday, 
but Parker said the exit required little more than unlocking the 

She also said the exit closing had no connection to MTA 
cutbacks or the lack of a late-night station clerk. 

“We have 468 stations and they all have a different configu- 
ration and there might be different reasons one would be 
closed off,” said Parker. “It could be security late-night, or 
maybe there’s not a lot of traffic other than during msh hour.” 
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Pols to MTA: Not so fast

Two Brooklyn elected 
officials this week called 
on the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority to 
extend the bidding process 
for development rights 
over the Atlantic Avenue 
rail yards, saying the city 
should first be allowed to 
come up with an overall 
plan for the site. 

Brooklyn Heights Council- 
man David Yassky and Park 
Slope Assemblyman James 
Brennan, both of whom had 
previously been silent on the 
controversial development 
plan, this week fired off a letter 
to the MTA board calling for 
the bid process to be left open. 

Other officials, including 
Brooklyn Heights Assembly- 
woman Joan Millman, were 
poised to sign the letter, accord- 
ing to a City Council official, 
but pulled out at the last minute. 

“The Assembly member 
wants to meet with Forest City 
Ratner first,” said Sam Cooper, 
Millman’s chief of staff. “She 


just wanted to express her con- 
cerns to Forest City Ratner first, 
and then express her concerns 
to the public. 

“She has not officially en- 
dorsed the [Ratner] project,” 
he added. 

Yassky, who has previously 
said he supports an arena and 
development over the rail yards 
which, bounded by Dean Street 
and Flatbush, Atlantic and Van- 
derbilt avenues, he outside of 
his district (though a new parcel 


of the development site within 
his district was recently an- 
nounced), said his main prob- 
lem is not with the specific pro- 
posal but the lack of public 
review and city input. 

“I have previously said that 
the project should go through 
ULURP [the city’s Uniform 
Land Use Review Procedure] 
because I really do not — I 
just think it’s not right to shut 
out the usual method of com- 
munity participation and elect- 


ed official participation,” 
Yassky told The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers this week. 

Brennan said he, too, sup- 
ported the city creating guide- 
lines for the site. 

“There have been no hear- 
ings, nor has the outcome of 
any mitigation proposals been 
prepared to deal with the im- 
pacts of subway, bus, or any- 
thing involving what environ- 
mental impact studies are 
supposed to,” said Brennan. 


“None of this has happened. 

“By putting the yards out to 
bid, with a competition in which 
density and money go together 
to bid for site control, you create 
a situation in which the MTA is 
forcing any development to 
have maximum density.” 

Yassky also raised issue 
with the MTA setting develop- 
ment imperatives of which the 
city must later bear the brunt. 

“My fear is that if the MTA 
locks a developer into a high 
sale price, then the developer 
turns around and says, ‘Now I 
have to build 50-story towers 
to make the money back,”’ 
Yassky said. 

“I don’t want that to be the 
dynamic,” he said. ‘To me, the 
rational way to do this is for the 
responsible governmental bod- 
ies to decide how much devel- 
opment they’re going to author- 
ize, and then the MTA can pick 
a bidder to do it 

“Otherwise you create the 
dynamic of people bidding to 
do bigger buildings,” said 
Yassky. “I don’t see what the 
justification would be for cir- 
cumventing the rezoning 
process.”

ing out the commitment Extell made to 
hire union laborers, provide job training 
and aim for 20-percent minority and 
women-owned business hires. 

“They didn’t speak against us, they 
just want more jobs,” she pointed out. 

Another thing she said her compa- 
ny’s bid lacked was a thorough eco- 
nomic development analysis. “Before 
the Sept. 29 meeting we would’ve been 
able to do that,” Goren said. “It usually 
takes 60 days to do a comprehensive 
analysis of the economic benefit and 
impact of a project.” 

Extell owner Gary Barnett was made 
aware of the request for proposals in 
mid-June by Develop-Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn, a group protesting Ratner’s 
plan and favoring, instead, smaller- 
scale development. The MTA had put 
out the request for proposals on May 
25, with a deadline of July 6, leaving a 
truncated bidding period of only 31 
days. 

Forest City Ratner, MTA officials 
have said, has been in discussions over 
the rail yards development rights with 


the MTA since last spring. 

In his presentation to the MTA this 
week, Forest City Ratner Executive 
Vice President James Stuckey rattled 
off the numbers of their offer like an 
auctioneer. 

“If you use the methodology that 
was followed in your appraisal, and you 
take into consideration the cost of the 
land, and creating the platform, which 
you need in order to make your land 
valuable in the first place, as well as the 
cost of the new yards, which allow your 
new M-7 trains and your infrastructure 
to meet the 40 percent capacity that you 
wish to have in the growth of your sys- 
tem, the plan we submitted, which was, 
in fact, designed to meet all of those 
things, comes to the value of $395 mil- 
lion,” he told the board members. 

He said Extell’s equivalent of $217 
million paled in comparison. 

“We have experience. We’ve worked 
with you. We have a track record. We 
know how to do this site. And it’s critical 
we move on this quickly because it is im- 
portant. We need to get this arena going,” 
so as not to delay construction in time for 
the 2008 basketball season, he said. 

In addition to a 19,000-seat arena for 
his New Jersey Nets, Ratner’s plan 
promises 1,500 construction jobs yearly 
on the site — covering six city blocks 


— as well as 6,000 permanent office 
jobs, and up to 7,300 new housing 

Following more than 50 speakers in 
support of and against the Ratner project, 
the board opened a motion, which had 
been pre-written, and suggested selection 
of Forest City Ratner as the bidder, with 
the caveat that they up the ante. 

Commissioner Mitchell Pally, from 
Suffolk County, was the lone dissenting 

“Both bidders should be given an op- 
portunity to come back during this 45- 
day period, sit down as equals with the 
chairman [Kalikow] and the executive 
director [Katherine Lapp],” he said. 

In response to board member criti- 
cism of the now sole-source bidding 
process, Kalikow said, “I think it prob- 
ably makes more sense to negotiate 
with one bidder at a time, because oth- 
erwise it’s never-ending.” 

“Anyway, I don’t like two bidders,” 
the MTA chairman said. 

‘Tve been in business for 38 years and 
I’ve had my ups and downs, but in all 
those years I’ve never sent two tenants 
the lease for the same space at the same 
time. It’s just not right, it’s immoral and 
it’s not the way 1 like to do business. 

“Ratner knows that Extell is out 
there,” Kalikow added. “And if Ratner 


doesn’t comes up with money that we 
think is adequate, then I predict we 

“Extell leaves the table, and we’ll ei- 
ther find somebody else — we won’t 
sell it.” 

Candace Carponter, an attorney for 
Develop-Don’t Destroy Brooklyn, 
slammed the MTA’s determination and 
Kalikow’s statements on the matter. 

“The fact that they won’t allow or 
won’t negotiate with Extell and will al- 
low Ratner to supplement his bid 
speaks to the fact that he’s a preferred 
developer, and violates the exception in 
the eminent domain decision,” she said, 
referring to the Supreme Court’s rating 
in favor of using eminent domain for 
private economic development projects, 
but not for projects by preferred devel- 

“Although Mr. Kalikow said that 
when you give out a lease you don’t 
give out two leases for an apartment, 
certainly, when you’re selling your 
property you do get potential bidders to 
bid against each other, and that’s the 
way you get the better bidder,” said 
Carponter. “By not doing that, they’ve 
prevented themselves from getting the 
best dollar for the bid.

Puts up fight

A replica turn-of-the- 
20th-century pedestal clock 
on the northeast comer of 
Flatbush Avenue and 
Sterling Place received a 
tweak and tune-up this 
month, and its Prospect 
Heights and Park Slope 
neighbors said it was high 
time. 

The round-faced clock with 
Roman numerals has been 
stopped at 3:11 for the past 
year and a half. Without the 
time, it could be easily over- 
looked by passersby, who got 
used to ignoring its immobile 

But last week, electricians 
from the Department of Trans- 
portation were sent to investi- 
gate what has kept the clock’s 
face dim and frozen in time 
for so long. 

Restoring the clock’s power 
is only one step the North Flat- 
bush Business Improvement || 
District (BID) will be taking in U 
the coming year to re-ignite its 
presence in the community — 
and it could not have come a 
minute too soon, with new de- 
velopments planned along the 
avenue and at the nearby At- 
lantic Yards. 



The old-fashioned clock outside 377 Flatbush Ave. has read 3:1 1 for over a year. The De- 
partment of Transportation brought in Petrocelli Electric to troubleshoot the wiring prob- 
lem, but a solution has yet to be found. 
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Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic 
Yards project would be the 
biggest planned for Brooklyn 
in decades, emanating from 
the intersection of Flatbush 
and Atlantic Avenues over the 
Vanderbilt Yards. 

‘Tt’s going to be the symbol 
of everything that’s chang- 
ing,” said Mirvlyne Brice, the 
acting executive director of 
the North Flatbush BID, who 
chatted with the DOT workers 
on July 15. 

“We have been going 
through a transition,” she said, 
explaining that it will be 
marked by a stepped-up pres- 
ence on the commercial strip. 

The clock, which imparts a 
cast-iron, old-world feel to the 
comer, was originally com- 
missioned for installation in 
1982, by the BID’S predeces- 
sor, the North Flatbush Better- 
ment Committee, and has a 
matching partner on the west 
side of the avenue, in Park 
Slope, on a green triangle at 
the intersection of Sixth Av- 

Last year, antique-style 
street lamps replaced the 
more modem, industrial-style, 
cobra-head poles, but the up- 
rooting may have resulted in 
the disconnection of the 
clock’s power source, DOT 
officials said. 

Craig Chin, a DOT spokes- 
man, said the clock’s electric 
wiring “was being fed from the 
street light — but it shouldn’t 
be fed from the street light. 
[Con Ed] might have done it 
by accident, and shouldn’t 
have done it, but [the electri- 
cians] are going to meet with 
Con Ed to try and figure out 
how to get an independent 
source of power to it.” 

He said that because DOT 
was responsible for street 
lamps, the agency had repre- 
sentatives check it out, but 
added, ‘We don’t maintain the 
clock or the lines; that’s not 
our responsibility. The BID 
contacted us, and we went out 
[voluntarily] to take a look for 
a field survey, and they found 
that it was being fed from a 
street light.” 

An electrician from 
Queens-based Petrocelli Elec- 
tric, which the city contracts 
to work on its lamps in Brook- 
lyn, Queens and Staten Island, 
explained the clock’s electrical 
problem to Brice. 

“There’s wires in the base, 
but they’re dead,” said Rocco 
Naddeo, who works for the 
company. 

“I don’t know if they come 
up to something, or if they’re 
cut, or fried — or they could 
be crushed,” he said. “It could 
be filled with dirt, I don’t 

“Maybe they just have to 
liven [the electrical source] 
up.” 

The clock won’t be the only 
thing livened up by the BID, 
which plans a revamping of the 
avenue this fall. 

‘We’re also getting banners, 
we’re getting funding from 
[Borough President] Marty 


Markowitz so we can get gas- 
style lamps along the side- 
walks, similar to the ones on 
Atlantic Avenue,” said Brice. 

“If the Ratner thing does go 
through, that is really going to 
impact our small businesses. 
We kind of feel like once we 
get this clock started again, it 
will show we’re moving with 
the changes.” 

Regina Cahill, the president 
and founder of the BID, said 
the clock being fixed was just 
one part of a “full streetscape 
renovation” of the avenue. 

“Flatbush Avenue is really 
the gateway in and the conduit 
between the downtown area 
and the cultural area of Brook- 
lyn,” said Cahill, who said 
that with development rising 
on either end of the avenue, 
she hopes the BID’S efforts 
will tie in the longstanding 
community with the newcom- 
ers, even if those newcomers 
end up living in skyscrapers in 
Atlantic Yards. 

Back on the street, a 40- 
year resident stopped to in- 
spect the activity going on at 
the clock. “Is it going to work 
again?” asked Ed Thomas, a 
Plaza Street resident. 

“I don’t know how many 
years it’s been out, but it’s 
been years,” he said. “It’ll be 
good to have it back.” 
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Community leader 
befriended Gowanus

Ernest Migliaccio, a man 
recognized for his efforts to 
contribute to his South 
Brooklyn community, died 
last week from pancreatic 
cancer. He was 63. 

Known by fellow communi- 
ty leaders for his intelligence 
and insight, Migliaccio, who 
lived in Carroll Gardens, helped 
found the environmental and 
community group, Friends of 
Greater Gowanus (FROGG). 
He served on Community 
Board 6 since 2001, and despite 
his illness even attended the last 
land use committee, on which 
he served as co-chair, just a 
week before he died. 

To family, he was a dedicat- 
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ed son, nephew, brother and un- 
cle to four nieces and nephews, 
who thought of him as another 

Migliaccio was bom Aug. 
22, 1941, and was raised in 
Brooklyn, primarily Benson- 
hurst and Midwood. He at- 
tended Columbia University 
for undergraduate English 
studies, and earned a master’s 
degree in English at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He later 
earned a Ph.D., according to 
Janine Sullivan, who said her 
uncle’s primary craft was in 
early computer printmaking 
technologies, and the study of 
typography. 

“He was a printer, and had 
his own printing press,” said 
Sullivan. “He was interested 
in typography, and early 
prints, and did a lot of printing 
for himself. A lot of people in 
our family have books that he 
printed and bound.” 

For the last 25 years, Migli- 
accio lived in a building he 
owned on Union Street between 
Smith and Court streets. 
Though he never married or 
had children of his own, Janine 
Sullivan said she, her brother 
and their cousins shared a very 
close relationship with their un- 
cle, as did their spouses, and 
Sullivan’s children. 

“I mean, I’m walking around 
my kitchen right now, I’m look- 
ing at the sink he put in,” she 
said in a telephone interview 
from her New Jersey home. 
“He wired the outlet right next 
to me, and he bought me just 
about every CD I own. 

“He’s really in just about all 
of our houses,” she said, speak- 
ing on behalf of the family. 

Migliaccio also was an 
electrician, plumber and lover 
of Baroque music. 

“Bach was probably his fa- 
vorite,” said Sullivan, “He 
was like a Benjamin Franklin, 
a Leonardo da Vinci; he could 
do anything, he really could.” 

Bette Stoltz, who worked 
with Migliaccio on CB6 and 
helped to develop FROGG 
three years ago, said she first 
met him when a Genovese 
pharmacy was planned for de- 
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Ernest Migliaccio with grand niece Nora Sullivan in Greenwood Lake upstate. 


velopment on his block, di- 
rectly behind his property. 

“We met over what the 
Eckerd Pharmacy, which a

Genovese, was planning 
do,” she said, when it was first 
being built along Smith Street. 
“He had just retired, and he 
was a man of great intelli- 
gence and energy and 
thoughtfulness, and at the time 
didn’t know how he was go- 
ing to apply it, but knew he 
was going to apply it in his 
community.” 

The pharmacy fight was 
just the beginning, she said, of 
a longstanding involvement 
with the community board 
and other commitments of 
community activism. 

“We were partners and bud- 
dies in just so many battles to- 
gether,” she said. 

The community board’s dis- 
trict manager, Craig Hammer- 
man, issued a statement on 
Migliactio’s passing on July 19. 

“Always among the first to 


volunteer, Ernest often repre- 
sented the community board 
in formal hearings before offi- 
cial bodies such as the City 
Council, City Planning Com- 
mission, Board of Standards 
and Appeals and Landmarks 
Preservation Commission. 

“His thoughtful and articu- 
late manner was surpassed 
only by his tenacity for ‘fight- 
ing the good fight’ on just 
causes. His fervor and serious- 
ness of purpose were evident 
in all he did. Our community 
lost a caring person, good 
friend and thoughtful neighbor 
with his passing. 

“We lost a shining star,” 
wrote Hammerman. 

A Mass for Migliaccio was 
held at the St. Agnes Roman 
Catholic Church at Sackett and 
Hoyt streets, and he was buried 
in Green-Wood Cemetery. 

Both his family and fellow 
activists were greatly im- 
pressed to learn the magnitude 
of his devotion to each. 

“We knew that he was ac- 


tive in the community, but I 
don’t think we realized the ex- 
tent of it,” said Sullivan, who 
said she was moved that Coun- 
cilman David Yassky and As- 
semblywoman Joan Millman 
came out and personally spoke 
at length with family members 
after his passing. 

“They genuinely seemed 
really touched by his total 
selfless commitment,” she 
said, and added her apprecia- 
tion for Hammerman’s e-mail. 

“I remember a mutual friend 
of ours telling us ‘Ernie’s like a 
celebrity’ — I didn’t realize he 
had testified before legislative 
bodies,” she added. 

Neighbor and fellow activist 
Celia Cacace said that beyond 
his community involvement, 
Migliaccio was a dear friend. 

“I found out so much more 
from his family about my 
friend that I loved so much,” 
said Cacace. “He wrote poet- 
ry, he wrote music — I mean, 
he wrote music! Such talents, 
and, you know, and far from a 


pompous-ass,” she said, a 
point she repeated several 

unladylike fashion. The man, 
he never forced anything 
down your throat. 

“When he became co-chair 
[of the CB6 land use commit- 
tee], he never forgot he was a 
community person — he nev- 
er forgot what it would be on 
the other side of the desk, and 
in a community meeting he al- 
ways let everybody speak. 

“That’s never forgetting 
where you came from,” she 

Yassky agreed and pointed 
out MigMaccio’s selfless and 
tireless commitment. 

“Ernie was that all-too-rare 
person who was involved in 
his community for no reason 
other than to try and do some- 
thing useful, and he had infi- 
nite patience and sense of hu- 
mor, which can also be in 
short supply on community is- 
sues,” said Yassky. 

“At his wake, it was amazing 
— it was the breadth of people 
who knew him from all differ- 
ent parts of his life,” the coun- 
cilman said. “It was obvious to 
me that he was somebody who 
left an imprint on people in 
many different spheres.” 

Stoltz said that even the bur- 
ial was appropriate for the Re- 
glad when his sister told us that 
they had bought a plot for him 
at Green-Wood, because we felt 
that was the place he would’ve 
wanted to be; and we all wanted 
to see where he was. The spot 
was just a beautiful spot, the 
birds were singing and the but- 
terflies were dancing overhead. 
And we felt OK about leaving 
him there — we felt this was 
the right place.” 

“Just last night we had our 
first FROGG meeting without 
him, and we all felt like he 
was there,” she said. 

“His spirit is still with us all. 

Migliaccio is survived by his 
mother and her sister, who live 
together only five doors from 
his Union Street apartment 
building, as well as his sisters, 
Linda Manzo — and her two 
children, Joseph Manzo (and 
his wife Maryann) and Janine 
Sullivan (and her husband 
Mark) — as well as his sister 
Elisa Torre, her husband, Gre- 
gory, and their children, Matt 
and Elizabeth Torre.

would be great for the pier,” 
he added. 

After much promotion as the 
ideal tenant by the city’s Econom- 
ic Development Corporation, 
which is working with the Port 
Authority to redevelop the piers 
from Cobble Hill to Red Hook, 
the popular microbrewery finds 
itself caught in a riptide of dissent 
over the future of the piers. 

The current tenants of Pier 7, 
American Stevedoring Inc. 
(ASI), a container shipping and 
warehouse facility, agreed to va- 
cate the pier to make way for 
the tourist-friendly brewing 


company and its Long Island 
City-based distribution partner. 

What ASI requested first from 
the Port Authority was proof, 
such as an advance lease, of the 
commitment to bringing the 
brewery to the pier, which in 
coming years would find itself sit- 
uated between a cruise ship termi- 
nal and Brooklyn Bridge Park, a 
mammoth commercial, luxury 
condominium and open-space 
waterfront development inhabit- 
ing Piers 1-6. 

In August, the Port Authority 
attempted to evict American 
Warehousing, a partner company 
of ASI, from the “southern half of 


Pier 7,” and in response the com- 
pany filed a complaint with the 
Federal Maritime Commission al- 
leging discriminatory practices by 
the Port Authority, which had 
concurrently been stalling on 
granting the longtime shipping 
company a new lease on the piers. 

The company, which employs 
600 longshoremen, took a big hit 
last year when the Port Authority 
failed to renew their lease for 
piers 5 through 11. The agency 
instead ceded piers 5 and 6 to 
Brooklyn Bridge Park, and Pier 
1 1 to a new cruise ship dock. The 
renewed lease, issued in Decem- 
ber, runs through 2007, but is 
only for piers 7, 8, 9a, 9b and 10. 

In the meantime, Brooklyn 
Brewery has been left bobbing in 
the waves, and now ASI is allied 
with the brewery in efforts to

"American Stevedoring, elect- 
ed officials, Brooklyn Brewery 
and Phoenix Beverage have ail 
offered a framework for a com- 
prehensive resolution, specifical- 
ly providing for Phoenix Bever- 
age-Brooklyn Brewery at Pier 7,” 
said Matt Yates, ASI’s director of 
governmental affairs. 

Yates said ASI has offered to 
drop its lawsuit seeking to re- 
main on Pier 7 on the provision 
that the pier be seamlessly hand- 
ed over to Brooklyn Brewery 
and Phoenix Beverage, with 
something guaranteeing the deal 
in writing. 

He said the Port Authority 
sued American Warehousing, 
saying that, among other things, 
“we need to evict them from 
these piers because we need to 
put Phoenix on Pier 7,” Yates 
said. “Are we willing to give the 
Port Authority the pier back, just 
as they took Pier 6 back?” he 
asked and answered his own 
question, saying, “Not without an 
executed lease with Phoenix 

Since word that Brooklyn 
Brewery was eyeing Pier 7 
broke last year, the Port Authori- 
ty and the city’s Economic De- 
velopment Corporation (EDC), 
as well as Borough President 
Marty Markowitz, have ex- 
pressed a desire to bring the 
brewery to the waterfront site. 

This week, the EDC was still 
on the mark with that message. 

“I know we are talking to a 
company called Phoenix Bever- 
age that’s based in Long Island 
City, and they are interested in 
locating to Pier 7,” said EDC 
spokeswoman Jennifer Nelson, 
which brokered a 30-year lease 
deal with Carnival and Norwe- 
gian cruise lines to dock in 
Brooklyn, at piers 11 and 12, 
starting in 2006. 

“I know they have an interest 
in wanting to move to Pier 7, 
and because of the litigation, 
that’s not proceeding,” she said. 

But Hindy’s hopes, which in- 
volve getting Phoenix Beverage 
set up as an active exporting busi- 
ness by cargo ship at Pier 7, in or- 
der to increase the brewery’s in- 
ternational distribution, may be at 
odds with what the city’s deputy 
mayor for economic develop- 
ment, Daniel Doctoroff, has said 
is the city’s priority for the piers. 

In an April interview with 
The Brooklyn Papers, Doctoroff 
predicted the effective death of 
shipping on the Red Hook-Cob- 
ble Hill piers, saying the city had 
no plans to maintain shipping 
operations there past 2007. 

He said at the time that the 
city had “not made a final judg- 
ment as far as what to do for 
piers 7 through 9,” but said Pier 
10 was an “inevitable” part of 
the cruise port plans, which 
would wipe out all of ASI’s re- 
maining operations. 

Port Authority spokesman 
Steve Coleman said this week 
that he was unable to discuss 
anything involving pending liti- 
gation, and declined to comment 
on the agency’s interest in bring- 
ing Brooklyn Brewery to Pier 7. 

“That whole issue gets into 
litigation, and for me to answer 
that question would be airing 
obvious stipulation,” Coleman 
said. About Brooklyn Brewery, 
he said, “I guess they will have 
those discussions after we get 
the litigation behind us.” 

Hindy said he would create 
an extended beer garden on the 
pier that could offer tours of the 
brewing facilities as well as in- 
crease production. He also said 
the brewery and Phoenix would 
generate economic wealth for 
the borough and the city, and 
save his own company a great 
deal of expense currently being 
used to pay for truck hauls to 
bring the exports to Port Eliza- 
beth in New Jersey for ship- 

“Phoenix would be bringing 
in thousands of containers of 
Heineken and import beers; it 
would be a lot of business for 
the Brooklyn piers,” said Hindy. 
“Brooklyn Brewing will proba- 
bly export 75,000 cases of beer 


ing out.” 

“We’re going to be expanding, 
our beer has caught on in Den- 
mark,” he added. “Being able to 
ship directly off the pier would 
save us significant money in 
transportation.” 

Brooklyn Heights Council- 
man David Yassky, who chairs 
the Waterfront Committee and 
also sits on the committee for 
economic development, said the 
bi-state agency had brought 
things to a standstill. 

“I do not understand the Port 
Authority position here — if 
the Port Authority is happy with 
Phoenix as a replacement, then 
they should agree to that and it 
wifi happen; if not, then say so 
and explain why,” Yassky said. 
“I don’t know what more they 
could ask for, because Phoenix 
is an excellent maritime use 
with real jobs. 

“If they don’t want Phoenix, 
then say so,” he said. “If they 
do want Phoenix — as they 
should — I don’t know why 
they’re insisting that first ASI 
has to vacate, and only then 
will they sign a deal with 
Phoenix. Why do they care? 
Let’s sign a deal with Phoenix 
and let’s move forward. I’m 
finding the Port Authority’s po- 
sition baffling.” 

Yassky also noted the EDC’s 
swift work in acquiring piers 1 1 
and 12 for cruise ship operations 
last December. 

“When EDC wants some- 
thing to happen, like cruise 
ships, they get initiative here and 
make it happen,” Yassky said, 
adding, “I wish they were using 
that kind of initiative here.”

But as 
the concert date neared, GO Girl’s friends 
were mysteriously evasive about accepting 
her invitation to the show. 

Well, who needs them, when you’re in the 
audience and Minnelli’s in the spotlight? And 
GO Girl certainly wasn’t alone, as more than 
8,000 of Liza’s legions were lured to the 
event, several stopping on the sidewalk to ad- 
mire each other’s concert tees. 

The opening act was a tough one to follow 
because it came within minutes of lulling the 
crowd into a deep sleep. It seemed every 
Brooklyn politician in existence was passed 
the microphone by the concert series’ host, 
Borough President Marty Markowitz, and 
took their turn begging for votes. City Coun- 
cil Speaker Gifford Miller, who’s running 
for mayor, not only spoke to the aged crowd 
but shamelessly pandered to them with a per- 
formance of “Young at Heart” a la Frank 
Sinatra. 

And after they were done, inexplicably, 
the Consul General of Turkey took the mic 
and told the crowd, “We hope to see all of 
you people in Brooklyn, in Istanbul.” 

To say the least, GO Girl’s senses were 
dulled and her enthusiasm was rapidly waning. 

It was revealed that the entertainer most 
hungry for the footlights was not the staff 


sergeant from the Fort Hamilton Army Base, 
who sang the national anthem, but 7-year-old 
Sheepshead Bay resident Veronica Gorelik, 
who regaled the crowd with “God Bless 
America” to recorded music accompaniment. 

The applause couldn’t sate the appetite of 
little Veronica, who later jumped on stage 
during Minnelli’s curtain call — not to offer 
the diva a bouquet of flowers — but to foist 
her head shot into the star’s hand. Minnelli, 
to her credit, didn’t miss a beat and included 
the child in her bows. 

When the introductions finally ended and the 
spotlight did hit Minnelli, the number of se- 
quins on her white 
pantsuit doubled the 
wattage and those of us 
in the first four rows 
gasped and held up our 
hands to shield our 
eyes. After all, Minnelli is a star. She’s the in- 
domitable and hilarious Lucille on Fox-TV’s 
“Arrested Development” and will return to the 
silver screen as a sex therapist in Billy Kent’s 
“The OH in Ohio” this fall along with Parker 
Posey. Paul Rudd and Danny DeVito. 

In her Coney Island set, at Asser Levy Park 
on Surf Avenue and West Fifth Street, the 
daughter of Hollywood legend Judy Gar- 
land and filmmaker Vincente Minnelli fre- 
quently exhibited the comic timing for which 
she’s been getting so much work of late. She 
also demonstrated those famous vocal cords 
and jazz hands. 

Although the first time GO Girl saw Min- 
nelli at work was in “The Muppets Take 
Manhattan,” this performance was much 
more memorable and poignant as she sang 
‘Time has left us older and wiser — I know I 
am,” while balmy ocean breezes caressed the 
crowd. But under the spotlight, it seems the 
evening air wasn’t so rejuvenating. 

“I can’t breathe at all. It’s like peanut but- 
ter,” complained Minnelli rather unconvinc- 
ingly. If only peanut butter could make GO 
Girl sing like that! 

When the tabloid-plagued singer told the 
crowd, “I have something surprising to tell 
you,” it seemed that everyone sat up in their 
seats a little straighten One man yelled his in- 
quiry, “You’re pregnant?” But Minnelli only 
shared that she liked to sing folk ballads, pro- 
nouncing them “buh-LAHDS,” before 
launching into a hilarious performance of a 
risque song about a woman who’s sidetracked 
on her way to meet her lover in London — by 
every other man she sees on her journey.

Minnelli has won numerous awards — a 
Golden Globe, Emmy and Oscar (and even a 
Razzie Award for “Arthur 2: On the Rocks,” 
but let those without sin cast the first stone, al- 
right?) — so it would seem more than fair if 
she only gave 45 minutes of her time for a free 
performance. But not our Liza! The glamour- 
puss left the stage for a costume change — 
slipping into a shoulder-baring shimmer of 
black sequins! — and regaled the crowd with 
another set with her band of a dozen supreme- 
ly talented musicians. 

Orgasmic fans, unable to contain them- 
selves, repeatedly called to their goddess, “I 
love you, Liza!”

To which she batted her lashes and returned 
their unbridled passion with, “Oh, god! I’ll 
never forget tonight. I’ll never forget you!” 

Afterward, the borough president told GO 
Girl, “In my 23 years of producing these con- 
certs, that performance [by Liza Minnelli] 
was certainly near the top.” 

Brooklyn Papers photographer Tom Callan 
later spotted Minnelli and her entourage on 
the Cyclone rollercoaster and noshing at 
Nathan’s. 

As GO Girl shuffled out into the darkness 
around the venue, being jostled to and fro by 
what appeared to be hundreds of concertgoers 
sucking from oxygen tanks when not yelling 
for “Doris” and “George” with urgent, raspy 
voices, I was filled with hope that “Liza with 
a Z” would indeed sing again in Brooklyn

Hungry for success 

Eating disorders are fodder for new Brooklyn series

O n the surface, eating disorders might not 
sound like appetizing fare for a TV com- 
edy. But Eric Schaeffer, the creator and 
star of the new FX series, “Starved,” has set 
out to prove that it can be — if it is properly 


prepared. 

An independent filmmaker and actor who 
jokes that his work is often semi-autobio- 
graphical because he “lacks imagination,” the 
recovering alcoholic and former drug abuser 
admits he prides himself on his gift for deftly 
balancing dark comedy with drama. 

Having also battled food issues and body- 


image problems for most of his life, it is no 
wonder that he decided to draw upon some of 
his experiences for a smart, half-hour comedy 
about a quartet of Brooklynites who suffer 
from eating disorders. (For those who still 
can’t picture it, think “Sex and the City,” but 
with four friends talking about their eating

‘Odd’ sellout 

The Celebrate Brooklyn concert on Aug. 4, featur- 
ing Ben Folds, Rufus Wainwright (pictured) and Ben 
Lee, which is a benefit for the performing arts series, 
sold out last Saturday. This is great news for Celebrate 
Brooklyn, but bad news for those left without tickets. 

“We’ve never had a sold-out Celebrate Brooklyn 
benefit concert in four years,” said Jack Walsh, Cele- 
brate Brooklyn’s executive director. 

“It’s a very hot ticket,” said Walsh of the show, 
which is the only New 
York City stop on the 
musicians’ “Odd Men 
Out” tour. 

A ticketed event, such 
as the Aug. 4 perform- 
ance, which charges $35 
a pop, helps Celebrate 
Brooklyn raise funds to 
support its free programs 
for which there’s just a 
$3 suggested donation. 

While there is just one 
benefit show this summer, there are 24 free events, 
Walsh said. (The series’ opening night concert, featur- 
ing Rickie Lee Jones, was also a benefit for the series, 
but it allowed non-ticket holders to take seats outside 
of the VIP area. That seating will not be available for 
the Aug. 4 show.) 

What’s particularly appealing about the show — a 
mixture of alternative rock and theatrical pop — is that 
the headlining acts, Wainwright and Folds, are appear- 
ing together as solo artists, each performing with their 
own full band. 

Wainwright’s performance comes after the release 
of his second album, “Want Two,” which is oozing 
with operatic vocals, symphonic arrangements, reli- 
gious references and even Latin. 

Folds, singer and songwriter of Ben Folds Five, 
came to fame in the late ’90s. Following the breakup 
of the band in 2000, Folds pursued a successful solo 
career, showcasing his talents as a piano player, singer 
and songwriter. 

Keeping in mind that the show is sold out, we don’t 
want to get too many a disappointed fan’s hopes up. 
But all is not lost. If you’re dying to hear these artists 
in action, and we emphasize the word “hear,” you may 
do so without a ticket — if you don’t mind lounging 
on the grass on the other side of an 8-foot fence, which 
will be put up to obscure the view of the stage for non- 
ticket holders. 

The Aug. 4 show begins at 7 pm at the Prospect

Clarke’s films feel consigned to their 
time. For all the outrage it triggered 
upon its release, “The Connection”

Clarke was getting close to realizing 
a new kind of truth in filmmaking but 
she never quite made the great leap in 
her features that she made in documen- 
taries.

said he decided to fdm the se- 
ries here instead of Manhattan 
because that borough has al- 
ready been the setting for so 
many recent TV comedies. 

“Brooklyn is such a cool 
borough,” Schaeffer told GO 
Brooklyn. “I think we all just 
thought it would be kind of a 
cool bit of a sideways play to 
have it be set in Brooklyn 
rather than Manhattan. I drove 
a cab for many years and it was 
always fun to go to Brooklyn. 
When you grow up in Manhat- 
tan, [there is] not a snobbery, 
really, just a myopic view of 


New York. When I drove the 
cab, it was really cool because 
it’s such a great, fun, interest- 
ing, different part of New York 
City, so I think we wanted to 
take advantage of that.” 

‘Insane comedy’ 

Schaeffer believes “Starved” 
fits in nicely with his films ‘My 
Life’s In Turnaround” and “If 
Lucy Fell,” as well as his short- 
lived FOX series, “Too Some- 
thing,” because all of those 
works move between ‘Very real, 
rich drama and very insane 
comedy.” 

“I think the for- 
mat is just what I do 
and whether it is a 
feature film or an 
hour or a half-hour, 
it’s almost the same 
paradigm, almost 
the same dynamic, thematical- 
ly. It’s stuff that’s really funny 
and stuff that’s really moving,” 
explained the show’s executive 
producer, director, writer and 

Noting how some major tel- 
evision networks seem to get 
nervous when a proposed se- 
ries does not fit neatly into the 
drama or comedy category, 
Schaeffer said he found cable 
TV’s FX network a lot more 
open-minded about developing 
a show that featured elements 


of both. 

“The cool thing about IX is 
they’re much more into ‘real,’” 
he said of the network that 
gave us the frequently grim, of- 
ten hilarious, one-hour Denis 
Leary firefighter series, “Res- 
cue Me.” 

“FX is into shows that sort 
of sum up the real human ex- 
perience, which we all know 
to be both very dramatic and 
very funny,” said Schaeffer. 
“So, it was the perfect fit to 
bring the show there for my 
style. And to do it as a half- 



hour just felt tike a fun format. 
I tike half-hours. I just feel tike 
at the end of the day, it is a 
comedy — even though there 
are a lot of dramatic mo- 
ments.” 

Despite its delicate subject 
matter, Schaeffer said the 
show was not tough to sell to 
FX, mainly because he had a 
prior working relationship 
with the network’s president 
and general manager, John 
Landgraf, with whom he felt 
he shared a sensibility when it

ates and charms simultaneously. You 
may feel for the protagonist’s plight but 
you’re not really supposed to care. 

In one prescient stroke, Varda actual- 
ly steps in for Clarke when her muse 
refuses to enact a melodramatic plot 
turn. Ironically, life ended up imitating 
art: Varda eventually usurped Clarke as 
the international film world’s darling. 
Her “Vagabond” (1985) was acclaimed 
worldwide as was “The Gleaners and 
T’ (2000). 

Around the time of the former film, 
Clarke was cranking out a couple of 
lackluster experiments with Sam Shep- 
ard and Joe Chaikin: “Savage/Love” 
(1981) and “Tongues” (1982), both 
screening Aug. 3. Awkward, affected, 
even amateurish, neither possesses the 
stylistic ambition or political commit- 
ment that typified Clarke at her peak. To 
the contrary, “Savage/Love” uses cross 
fades like a student; ‘Tongues” incorpo- 
rates endless tricks and devices as if the 
videographer had grown restless with 
the material and was hoping she’d stum- 
ble upon art or inspiration by chance. 

In the televised interview “Shirley 
Clarke: A Portrait” (1970) (not 
screened here), a charismatic Clarke 
basks in her success as she off-the-cuff 
aligns herself with Jean Luc Godard, 
James Baldwin and Maya Deren. She 
doesn’t sound grandiose because she 
probably could have been one of the 
greats if she’d found an advocate in 
Hollywood. While future generations 
of artists will likely look to her for in- 
spiration, future audiences will always 
find her a little disappointing. 
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comes to developing projects 
for television. 

“I knew they wanted to do 
a sort of edgy comedy and 
that’s right up my alley,” not- 
ed the Manhattan native.

“When I was younger, I 
would walk in the room and 
my eyes would scan for pretty 
girls, and now they scan for 
[men’s] hairlines and bellies,” 
he revealed. “I think women 
got a lot more of the press, his- 
torically, of being the more 
open, vulnerable members of 
our humanity, and I think that 
men get short shrift in that and 
we are very vulnerable and 
have all kinds of quirks and 
foibles and stuff about our 
body image and eating and 
weight and love that doesn’t 
get represented as much. 

“So I think women will real- 
ly enjoy [the show], because I 
think they love knowing that 
about men . . . And I think men 
appreciate that, because they 
know we’re like that and that 
we check our answering ma- 
chine 10 times, waiting for the 
call from a girl and weigh our- 
selves six times a day.” 

Noting that he wanted to en- 
lighten and entertain, but not in 
a preachy or evangelistic way, 
Schaeffer said he hopes sharing 
his experiences will help peo- 
ple realize they’re not alone in 
their insecurities. 

“My experience is nowhere 
near a unique one, and I think it 
is one, that in fact, is very uni- 
versal,” he remarked. “I think

product. 

“Mrs. Leventer has never listened to any suggestions from any- 
body — the EIS is out today, and I’ve only looked at it primarily, 
but it’s another Slick Willy job,” said Adams, who said he was fed 
up with the process and the apathy of elected officials. 

“There will be public hearings again in September, and they 
won’t do anything either,” he said. “The only thing that can stop it 
now is if the elected officials do come out against it. It is unfortu- 
nately a good illustration of how the real estate developers control 
things in the city.” 

A spokesman for the ESDC declined to comment for this story. 

Five hundred of the condo units would be developed at 360 Fur- 
man St., a former book distribution plant of the Jehovah’s Witnesses 
that last year was sold to developer Robert Levine and his partners. 
Levine has been working with the BBPDC to incorporate that build- 
ing into the park housing plan, which, thanks to legislation passed in 
June will allow all tax payments by the building’s residents to be di- 
verted from public coffers to the park’s maintenance budget. In ex- 
change for working with the park planners, Levine will have an expe- 
dited process of converting the industrial building to residential use. 

Ihe bill awaits Gov. George Pataki’s signature. 

The Daily News on July 24 reported that Levine’s development team 
includes lobbyist Thomas Murphy, former head of the state Dormitory 
Authority, and the AIG Insurance company, which has donated 
$100,000 to Pataki in the past three years. Pataki controls the ESDC, 
which introduced the legislation, sponsored by Brooklyn state Sens. 
Martin Connor and Matty Golden and Assemblywoman Joan Millman. 

The legislators reason that the park is getting something — the Pa- 
ments in Lieu of Taxes (PILOTs) — for a development that would have 
gone through anyway. 

Additionally, the project plan adopted this week allows for an ad- 
ditional two stories to be added to the 180-foot-tall 360 Furman St. 
building, an addition that would likely have faced staunch commu- 
nity opposition were the condo conversion subject to city review 
due to its placement at the edge of the Brooklyn Heights waterfront, 
whose vistas of the East River, harbor, Manhattan skyline and Stat- 
ue of Liberty are considered sacrosanct. 

The fast-tracked plan has left many of the local park activists 
feeling like public input is being solicited merely for show and that 
the ESDC and other officials are going to build Brooklyn Bridge 
Park the way they see fit. 

Kenn Lowy, a Brooklyn Heights resident who attended many of 
the meetings with the developers and Van Valkenburgh over the past 
several months, said he was surprised by the approval of the general 
project plan this week. 

“Nobody I knew on the Citizen’s Advisory Committee [an entity 
comprised of community members that was mandated under the state 
and city’s agreement to fund construction of the park plan] seemed to 
be anything but surprised,” Lowy said of the announcement. 

“The EIS just came out yesterday — that was a surprise. I was 
busy downloading parts of the EIS and trying to decipher what’s 
there,” he said on Wednesday. 

Judy Stanton, executive director of the Brooklyn Heights Associa- 
tion, said the news about 360 Furman St. receiving an additional two 
stories wasn’t a big surprise since it had been mentioned in the ESDC’s 
scoping document for the EIS that the developer would gain the added 
height for his commitment of the building to the park plan. 

“We were worried about how that would affect views that people 
have now over 360 Furman St,” said Stanton. “The fact that it’s ‘X’ 
number of more units or more people doesn’t change the equation 
for me,” she said, when asked about all the additional residents that 
would be thrust into Brooklyn Heights under the plan. 

But she maintained hope that community concerns could be 
worked out. “At the end of the day, [the plan’s] going to change, and 
I’m going to just keep hoping its going to get lower,” Stanton said. 

Her counterparts further south don’t think it will. 

“We’re paying a very high price in return for a park that doesn’t 
have the elements, such as year round recreation facility, that the 
community has asked for all along,” said Franklin Stone, a Cobble 
Hill parent and advocate for recreational uses in Brooklyn Bridge 
Park, who is a member of the CAC. 

“I also think that 360 Furman St. is a monstrosity, and I was always 
horrified by talk to make it bigger,” she added. “Now we’re talking 
about taking the hugest impediment to our park and making it bigger. 
My biggest complaint is the price is too high than the return for a park 
that that brings nothing back to the community,” said Stone. 

A 30-story condo at Furman Street off Atlantic Avenue, on the 
uplands of Pier 6, would dwarf 360 Furman St. 

Judi Francis, who fives in the southwest section of Brooklyn 
Heights known as Willowtown, said she was angry about the 1,200 
units of housing announced this week and charged that the BBPDC 
had lied about the number of condos in the plan. 

“The outrage is that there is still no admission that the height of 
360 Furman will go higher,” she said. “Now it’s a reality — it’s go- 
ing higher.” Francis said none of her neighbors’ concerns had been 
addressed, including the requested closing of Joralemon Street to 
through-traffic onto Furman Street, methods of sound mitigation 
from the park and adequate parking to facilitate park patrons. 

While none were sure of what the next step would be, other than 
preparing statements to submit for the EIS hearing, which is expected to 
be scheduled for mid-September, Lowy said he is coordinating a group 
to serve as advocates and stewards for Brooklyn Bridge Park. 

“We’re going to be meeting with all our elected officials to dis- 
cuss the current plan, the EIS and going forward,” Lowy said.

from mounting budget deficits in the wake of the terror attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, has maintained that the Sunday meters also free 
up parking spots both for worship and commerce. 

“If you want to keep people from being able to go to church, if 
you want to keep people from being able to go to stores and buy 
things, the surest ways I know to do it is to get rid of all of the park- 
ing places,” he told the Daily News this week. 

Free parking encourages drivers to hog parking spaces by leaving 
their cars overnight on Saturday through Sunday, the mayor has 
maintained. 

To that, Gentile countered, “Parking meters were not in effect on 
Sundays two-and-a-half years ago. All you need to know is to re- 
member that. 

“If the mayor is correct about Sunday parking, there should have 
been chaos two-and-a-half years ago — there was no chaos,” he 
said. “It’s a complete fantasy. It’s absurd.” 

Said Council Speaker Gifford Miller, one of four Democrats vy- 
ing to unseat the mayor in November’s election, “Everything needs 
a break one day a week — even parking meters. ... We can afford 
this small luxury to our citizens, and though some cars may abuse 
this privilege, staying parked longer than they should, most New 
Yorkers I know are constantly on the go and will be greatly conve- 
nienced by free spots on Sunday.” 

Queens council members John Liu, Helen Sears and Anthony 
Avella voted against the Sunday parking meter repeal. Seven other 
council members were absent. 

About 19,000 of the city’s 64,000 single-space parking meters 
were changed to seven-day operation in 2003. Of those, nearly 
7,300 are in Brooklyn. 

Out of the estimated $12 million the city collects from Sunday 
parking meters each year, $7 million is collected from drivers feed- 
ing the meters while the remaining $5 million stems from parking 
tickets, according to Gentile. 

“It’s not worth the revenue to decrease the quality of fife,” Gen- 
tile told The Brooklyn Papers, adding that allowing this bill to be- 
come law without a veto, would show that the mayor understands 
New Yorkers on this issue. 

“Over the last three years, New Yorkers have dutifully paid high- 
priced tickets to help the city get out of the red, but times are chang- 
ing,” said Monserrate, adding, “The least we can do, is allow New 
Yorkers to have their ticket-free Sundays back.” 

Other supporters of the bill, which include Council Members 
David Yassky and Kendall Stewart of Brooklyn, Joseph Addabbo of 
Queens, Gale Brewer of Manhattan and Public Advocate Betsy Got- 
baum, all say that the city is now back on its feet and able to give 
back to the people of New York. 

“We have an opportunity here as a government to give back to 
the people,” said Addabbo. 

“This is a great city, but it is a stressful city,” said Brewer, who 
represents the West Side of Manhattan. “I think that [losing] $7 mil- 
lion is worth it, if it means that there is a major quality of fife plus.” 

Barring a veto, the measure could become law within 30 days. 

In anticipation of the vote, Gentile said on Sunday, “For far too 
long, my constituents, as well as New Yorkers across the five bor- 
oughs, have had to comply with paying to park on a Sunday, just to go 
shopping, to go to eat a meal, to enjoy time with family and loved 
ones, to attend civic groups, or even to attend religious services. 

“Enough is enough!”

next to yours, such as a small 
mattress with colorful sheets 
on it. Cuddle him there but 
sleep in your own bed. After a 
few days or a week, as your 
child gets comfortable, move 
his “sleeping spot” a few feet 
away from you, then to the 
other side of the room, then to 
his new room. 

Before the child actually 
moves full time, parents can 
ease him in with snuggly bed- 
time reading and naptime in 
his new bed.

Dodgers 
champs 

T HE FAMOUS HEADLINE from the 
front page of the Oct. 5, 1955, Daily 
News screamed, “Who’s A Bum?” It 
was held up by a fan Saturday at a joyous and 
poignant parade around Keyspan Park. 

Under the headline was Willard Mullin’s 
cartoon of the “Brooklyn Dodger Bum,” an 
unshaven, sad-sack with similar looks to 
clown Emmett Kelly, smiling in triumph. 

Although known for years as “Dem 
Bums,” the Brooklyn Dodgers won post- 
World War B pennants in 1947, ’49, ’52, ’53, 
’55 and ’56. But it was in ’55 that they won 
their first, and only, World Series. 

A few hours before Saturday’s Cyclones’ 
game against Jamestown, approximately 15 
miles from Keyspan Park, was a baseball 
game featuring the team that left Brooklyn 
nearly 48 years ago. 

The uniforms on this team at Shea Stadium 
say “Dodgers,” but their only connection to 
Brooklyn was their announcer, Vin Scully, still 
announcing games after starting his career here. 

So the true Brooklyn Dodger fans, if they 
could attend a pro game Saturday on Long 
Island, passed up the current Dodgers in 
Queens in favor of four Dodgers from the 
past in Brooklyn. 

Did these fans come away feeling cheated? 
Fugghedaboudit! 

The Dodger Sym-Phony was there, play- 
ing “Take Me Out to the Ball Game,” setting 
the mood. 

Then, like gunslingers in the Wild West, 
four Dodger champions rode into Keyspan 
Parkin 1950s vintage convertibles. 

As outfielder George Shuba, and three 
pitchers — Ed Roebuck, Clem Labine and 
Carl Erskine — passed, the crowd stood and 
cheered. Each of the four players riding back 
into Brooklyn raised his right arm, but these 
weren’t the bad guys, ready to shoot. Their 
arms were waving right back. And then they 
were applauding the crowd. 

All of this was being dully noted over the 
airwaves by Cyclones announcer Warner 
Fusselle up in the Keyspan Park Catbird 
Seat, the broadcasting perch named for the 
booth of famed Brooklyn Dodger announcer 
Red Barber. 

U PON PASSING THE “Who’s A 
Bum?” newspaper page displayed 
near the backstop, each Dodger’s face 
lit up as he saw the headline and cartoon. 

“Yeah,” each face seemed to proclaim as 
the magic elixir of remembrance appeared to 
take 50 years off each Dodger countenance, 
“Who ’s a bum?” 

After the parade, the players sat on the 
third base side near home plate, and Borough 
President Marty Markowitz addressed the 
gathering, noting that his father, a dedicated 
Dodger rooter, passed away a year before he 
could witness the World Series triumph. 

The crowd was then directed to look to 
the press box level next to the retired num- 
bers, 14 for Gil Hodges and 42 for Jackie 
Robinson. 

As Erskine looked at those numbers, his 
misty eyes reflected the thoughts of many. 
The numbers changed to memories in the 
mind’s eyes of the crowd. 

Suddenly, a banner saying 1955 World Se- 
ries was unveiled next to the retired Dodger 
numbers. The crowd shouted its glee. 

The four Dodgers and Mrs. Gil Hodges 
threw out first pitches, and Erskine played 
the Star Spangled Banner on his harmonica. 

The players left to meet with the media, 
and after awhile, the game began. 

The Dodgers were at tables along the third 
base side of the concourse, signing autographs. 

I went over to watch these “Boys of Sum- 
mer” turned men of autumn sign autographs. 
The line was about as long as the distance 
that Sandy Amoros ran to make his game- 
saving catch in the seventh game of the 1955 
Series, but Amoros’ dash had taken seconds. 
This tine had been going for an hour and a 
half. The Dodgers didn’t have to stay to sign 
any more. They had done much more than 
expected. But they stayed. 

Erskine was supposed to be signing 
copies of his new book “What I Learned 
From Jackie Robinson,” and he did sign nu- 
merous copies of his memoir. But Erskine 
also signed plenty of the day’s giveaway 
1955 Dodger banners along with other sou- 
venirs, like 1955 Dodger yearbooks and 
Brooklyn Dodger hats. 

Labine was overdue to go back to his 
summer home in Rhode Island. He kept 
signing — like the others — whatever was 
put in front of him. 

Finally, Labine had to leave, but the rest 
stayed on, even after the game ended. 

And it was more than just for autographs. 
Fans talked with the players, getting that 
warm Erskine smile, Labine’s witty remarks, 
and friendly wink from Roebuck and an ani- 
mated joke from Schuba. 

O F THE 11 SURVIVING 1955 Dodg- 
ers, only these four could make the 
ceremony. But these men were in no 
way Dem Bums. 

They were the World Series champions in 
1955, and on their visit back to Brooklyn in 
2005, they were champions once more. 

On the field, the Cyclones jumped ahead 
of Jamestown with a four-run first. After five 
innings, the Cyclones had a 5-2 lead. Pitch- 
ing for Jamestown was Todd Doolittle. 

A few generations ago, the four Dodgers 
who signed autographs behind the third base 
stands were minor leaguers as anonymous as 
Doolittle is now, and the next time Doolittle 
pitches he should be watched. But not today. 

Today, the story was off the field, in the 
stands, signing autographs and talking to fans 
young and old who somehow remember 
those accomplishments — through passed- 
down stories or by living through it them- 
selves — as if it were yesterday.

Four members of the 1955 
Dodgers were at Keyspan 
Park on Saturday, July 23, 
and shared their thoughts 
with the media in the 
Keyspan Park Gallery, and 
later with fans as the players 
signed autographs on the 
ballpark concourse. 

Ed Roebuck 

A reliever on the team, Ed 
Roebuck, won five games and 
saved 12 during the 1955 sea- 
son, and those 12 saves were 
back when saves were tough to 
get under the mles of the time. 

The right-hander was asked 
what he remembered most about 
happenings off the field in 
Brooklyn, and deliberately tak- 
ing the question literally and 
speaking just like a pitcher, with 
a pained expression on his face, 
chuckled and then said, “What I 
remember most about off the 
field in Brooklyn were the short 
right and center fences.” 

“And because of the slope of 
the field, home plate was actual- 
ly higher than left field so all the 
hitters were actually hitting 
downhill,” added Roebuck, cov- 
ering all fields. 

“My family and I were living 
in Bay Ridge when I played 
with the Dodgers, and everyone 
was really nice to us. Those 
were some of the happier times 
of our fives,” said Roebuck. 

“We were raised in Pennsyl- 
vania, and I never thought the 
Dodgers would leave Brooklyn. 
I thought all the talk was just a 
bluff. If they hadn’t moved, my 


family probably would have 
stayed and lived in Brooklyn.” 

Clem Labine 

Clem Labine went 13-5 in 
1955, and the right-hander pitched 
in four games of the 1955 Series, 
winning Game Four and saving 
Game Five. 

Labine added to Roebuck's 
comments about the Dodgers 
enjoying their stay in the neigh- 
borhoods of Brooklyn. 

“It was wonderful, I had my 
family here,” said Labine. “There 
were always baby sitters available 
for our family, and free pasta. 
We’ re happy to come back.” 

Carl Erskine 

Another key pitcher on the 
team was right-handed starter Carl 
Erskine, known in Brooklyn as 
“Qisk.” Erskine won 128 games 
in his career with the Dodgers and 
he was 11-8 in 1955. He was 
asked about the moment of victo- 
ry in the 1955 series. 

“After the last out, when El- 
ston Howard grounded out, we 
all raced out of the dugout to get 
to [winning pitcher Johnny] Po- 
dres. We whooped it up on the 
field. Then we went up the run- 
way and into the clubhouse and it 
was almost a moment of rever- 
ence. And [pitcher] Roger Craig

recently told me, ‘I looked over 
and I actually saw tears in the 
eyes of Pee Wee [Reese], and 
Jackie [Robinson] and Gil 
[Hodges] and you, and you all 
had tears in your eyes.’ Just for a 
moment there, we felt we had ac- 
complished for our fans this 
World Championship. It was a 
moment that was deeply felt.” 
Roebuck recalled a different 
salary era, reflecting, “Well, I was 
making $6,500 a year and we got 
$9,700 for the World Series, so 
obviously it made a big difference. 
I didn’t have to work that winter.” 


“Shotgun” Shuba 

Outfielder George “Shotgun” 
Shuba, a left-handed batter, was 
used mainly as a pinch hitter, and 
hit .275 during the 1955 season. 
The World Series win would be 
his last game in the majors. He 
was 11 for 29 as a pinch hitter in 
1955, a .383 average. 

Shuba is known for the 
“Handshake of the Century,” 
which occurred in 1946 when 
Shuba was a farm teammate of 
Jackie Robinson at Montreal. 
The Montreal team was playing 


at Roosevelt Stadium in Jersey 
City against the Giants farm 
club in Robinson’s first game. 
There had been much specula- 
tion on whether a teammate 
would actually shake Robin- 
son’s hand, and when Robinson 
hit a homer in that game, Shuba 
did. 

It was a natural gesture for 
Shuba, who never considered 

“He was my teammate,” said 
Shuba. “Of course I shook his 
hand. I never thought about it.” 

But Shuba does take credit 


for the World Series win. 

He was sent up to bat in the top 
of the sixth inning for second 
baseman Don Zimmer and made 
out. In the bottom of the inning, 
Shuba could have played left field 
with Jim “JunioP’ Gilliam moving 
to second base. 

Dodger manager Walter Alston 
— and Shuba’s teammates — had 
a better idea 

‘If I had grabbed my glove 
when the inning ended and 
headed out for left field, the 
whole Dodger bench would 
have tackled me before I got 
there,” said Shuba, who laugh- 
ingly admitted he was not 
known for his defense.

Erskine had some comments 
on one of the reasons the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, 50 years after their 
World Series triumph, are so re- 
membered. 

“I always related the memory 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers and their 
move to Los Angeles to when a 
young person dies, right in the 
bloom of life,” said Erskine. 

“My understanding is that 
right before 3:43 pm, the time 
when Gil Hodges caught the 
throw to end the Seventh Game 
of the 1955 Series, on Oct. 4 of 
each year, a group meets at the 
site of Ebbets Field and counts 
down to the exact moment of vic- 
tory and they celebrate it all over 
again.

Wal-Mart 
good for NY 
economy 

To the editor: 

The article headlined “Wal- 
Mart thinking outside the big 
box” [July 16] was most in- 
formative. Perhaps Brooklyn 
residents will have more suc- 
cess than others around the 
city after Wal-Mart previously 


canceled plans to open a store 
in Rego Park, Queens. 

Construction of a new Wal- 
Mart in Rego Park, or any 
other location in New York 
City, can provide work for 
several hundred electrical, 
plumbing, air conditioning, 
heating and general construc- 
tion contractors, along with 
subcontractors to each trade, 
for a year or more. A new 
Wal-Mart can also provide 
employment opportunities for 


hundreds of full- and part-time 
workers. Many students, 
housewives, heads of single 
family households, senior citi- 
zens and ordinary people cur- 
rently out of work could find 
employment locally without 
having to travel one to two 
hours elsewhere. 

These workers are our 
neighbors. Income from jobs 
would help pay household 
bills. Both groups would be 
able to pay taxes. These rev- 
enues could be used to pro- 
vide badly needed municipal 
services, help balance current 
budget deficits and perhaps 
even contribute toward reduc- 
ing burdensome deficits. 

Wal-Mart is the nation’s 
largest private-sector employ- 
er with over 1.2 million em- 
ployees. Tens of millions of 
Americans, including many 


fellow New Yorkers, own 
stock in Wal-Mart. The same 
is true for the various retire- 
ment and pension plans many 
people participate in. Starting 
pay is several dollars — up to 
double — above the mini- 
mum wage for new employ- 
ees around the nation. Promo- 
tional opportunities are 
common and they offer health 
care and other benefits. 

Do you realize how large 
the underground economy is 
in NYC? There are thousands 
of businesses, legal and ille- 
gal, employing tens of thou- 
sands of fellow New Yorkers 
and paying them cash off the 
books. If they are lucky, it is 


for minimum wage. In most 
cases, it is without any bene- 
fits, opportunity for work- 
man’s compensation or unem- 
ployment insurance! 

Isn’t it strange how all the 
politicians who attack Wal-Mart 
as if it represents the coming of 
the antichrist, are so silent about 
these real outrages that have 
gone on for years? 

Rep. Anthony Weiner, As- 
semblyman Brian McLaughlin 
and other elected officials who 
have previously opposed Wal- 
Mart have in the short-term ob- 
tained great media coverage 
and free headlines. However, 
many have obvious conflicts of 
interest. Weiner is a candidate 


for mayor. McLaughlin has the 
difficult task of representing his 
constituents, while also serving 
as a major union labor leader.

Authorities 
must report 
to public 

[Editor’s note: This letter was 
received prior to Wednesday’s 
MTA vote.] 

To the editor: 

Last Friday, amid wide- 
spread public pressure, the 
Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority released informa- 
tion on the two bids that were 
submitted for Brooklyn’s Van- 
derbilt Yards development. 
The MTA said a decision 
could come as soon as July 
27, giving the public barely a 
handful of days to respond to 
the newly disclosed bids. Al- 
though the Vanderbilt Yards 
site is public property, and 
public subsidies for its devel- 
opment could run upwards of 
$1 billion, city and state agen- 
cies have denied New Yorkers 
meaningful opportunity for in- 
put every step of the way. 

This year, we have seen de- 
cisions over two of New York 
City’s largest development 
projects in recent memory 
cloaked in secrecy and devoid 
of true public participation. 

In the wake of these deci- 
sions, the state legislature re- 
cently passed legislation to 
bring real accountability to our 
state’s 730 public authorities. 
As the bill awaits the gover- 
nor’s signature, the Fifth Av- 
enue Committee calls upon the 
MTA to follow the spirit of the 
new reforms and postpone a 
decision until their next board 
meeting in September. As a 
public agency, the MTA must 
give residents the chance to 
participate in a process that 
could dramatically transform 
their lives. Brooklyn, and New 
York, deserve nothing less.

Not such 

eminent 

threat 

To the editor: 

Professor Capano [“Emi- 
nently bad,” Letters to the Ed- 
itor, July 23] asserts that: 

“. . . die majority decision in 
[Kelo v. City of New London] 
basically tells us that the gov- 
ernment may use its power of 
eminent domain to take our 
homes and give it (sic) to 
someone else SIMPLY be- 
cause it will bring in more tax 
revenue.” 

That, I suggest, is an ex- 
treme and distorted reading of 
Kelo. If that were a correct 
statement of the rationale of 
the case, government could 
now take his or my small 
house by eminent domain, and 
hand it over to a developer 
who wishes to erect a Mc- 
Mansion that will produce 
more tax revenue; the en- 
hanced revenue would be the 
only justification needed. That 
is not what the Court said. 
What it did say, quoting and 
applying an earlier precedent, 
was just the opposite: “[a] 
purely private taking could 
NOT withstand the scrutiny of 
the public use requirement; it 
would serve no legitimate pur- 
pose of government and 
would thus be VOID.” 

The gospel according to 
Capano goes to the opposite 
extreme from Kelo as inter- 
preted by him (not, to repeat, 
what the case actually says). 

He would tie government’s 
hands so that if a whole 
blighted slum block is to be 
replaced by a high-rise build- 
ing and the developer has 
reached agreement with all the 
property holders except one 
dog-in-the-manger in the mid- 
dle of the block, government 
will be powerless to act to ac- 
quire that last lot even though 
it sees substantial public bene- 
fit in the development. The 
project will die. 

The underlying problem is 
familiar to any lawyer: it is 
easy to decide cases at the ex- 
treme, and most courts would 
have little difficulty with the 
McMansion case or with the 
dog-in-the-manger situation. 
The difficulty lies in the mid- 
dle ground: where do we draw 
the line? 

I suggest that the Kelo facts 
are closer to my dog-in-the- 
manger hypothetical and, 
therefore, that the Supreme 
Court’s majority opinion cor- 
rectly applied die precedents 
in this area. 

It is also important to note 
that the Court was not impos- 
ing rules by judicial fiat. 
Rather, it was deferring to the 
action of another branch of 
government. 

Not much of the dreaded 
judicial activism here! 

I concede that Kelo was 
close to the line, which is why 
the Court was closely divided. 
There is obviously room for 
disagreement, but Capano’s 
distortion of the holding of the 
case and his rigid and dogmat- 
ic approach to the takings 
clause do not advance the de- 
bate. — Brian A. Jones,

Briefcase tied to 
hydrant sparks 
terror scare

A briefcase locked to a fire hydrant — and the police re- 
sponse it provoked — snarled traffic for blocks around the 
scene at Montague and Cadman Plaza West on Monday, 
July 25. 

The incident occurred the day after terror scares forced evacu- 
ations at Penn Station and in Times Square. 

Police responded around 9:15 am, and fearing the briefcase 
was a bomb, donned protective gear and evacuated office build- 
ings in the area. 

Passengers also evacuated city buses, which were abandoned 
nearby as the intersection was closed for nearly two hours. The 
subway at Borough Hall, was shut down briefly and Cadman 
Plaza West was roped off between Pierrepont and Montague 

Police sources said the owner of the briefcase had chained the 
attache case to the hydrant when he grew frustrated that guards at 
a nearby federal building would not let him bring liquids inside. 
The briefcase was found across the street from the state Supreme 
Court building and Borough Hall, on the sidewalk in front of 
Commerce Bank. 

Bomb squad units detonated the package in a small, controlled 
explosion that resulted in a boom and a puff of smoke. The sce- 
nario startled already-frightened observers, who started running 
when the noise sounded. 

Despite the scare, the briefcase contained only the man’s 
lunch and a bottle of laundry detergent, police sources said.
